1.

Transportation questions are studied 
by a committee on transportation. Dan- 
iel Willard, president of the Baltimore 
& Ohio railroad, is its chairman.

The railroad hoard has given pref- 
erence to fuel and is moving coal 
ahead o£ all other commodities.
